Bedward, a negro, who styles himself a 
prophet, and, who, during last year at 
traded a following of over 5 000 per- 
sons, has been arrested by the authori 
ties on a charge of sedition. In ad- 
dressing his 
congregation 
recently 


Bedward is aliened to have, in the most 
emphatic manner, advised his listeners 
to rebel against the government and to 
crush the whites. 


The prisoner's arrest was accomp 


lished as secretly as passible, so as to 
prevent any interference on the part of 
his followers. 
He was surprised at his 


house at midnight by a squad of thirty 
policemen and, without any resistence, 
was conveyed to a police station. When 
the arrest was made public, great ex- 
citement prevailed among his friends, 
.some of whom threatened to attempt a 
rescue, while others are of the belief 
that Beward, through his own powers, 
can escape punishment 


Beward began his operations about a 


year and a half ago. He started out 
by proclaiming himself a prophet sent 
ay God to heal the sick. He erected 
lis altar on the banks of a little stream 
;alled Mona, a few miles back of Kings- 
ton, and invited the people to come 
and bathe in the waters that he blessed, 
asserting that they could thus be cured 
of any disease. In a month hie morn- 
ing congregation often numbered eeven 
or eight thousand persons. Old men, 
x>o weak to walk, cripples and lepers 
were carried to the waters by their 
riends.

St Petersburg received here says it is 
reported there that Count Tolsti the 
noted Russian novelist and social re- 
former, is the author of the liberal man- 
ifesto recently issued against the czar's 
declaration that he would uphold au 
tocracy as ardently as his late father 
Private dispatches received in Borlin 
on January 29, gave an outline of a 
speech made by the czur in reply to the 
addresses of delegations representing 
the nobility of the principal cities and 
many provincial assemblies who called 
upon his majesty ia order to congratu- 
late him upon his marriage. 


The czar said he had learned that in 


some of the provincial assemblies voices 
had been raised proposing that these 
bodies should have a share in the set- 
tlement of affairs of state aiid express- 
ing other "abrurd ideas." His majesty 
idded that he wished everybody to 
understand that while he devoted all 
lis powers to his dear country he was 
as ardently resolved as was his dear 
'ather to uphold the autocracy of the 
;zar 


This remark attracted wide spread 


attention throughout Russia and inci- 
dentially throughout the world. To 
-he majority of the people the czar's 
utterance was a surprise, KB he had been 
credited with possessing liberal ideas 
which might, in time, it was hoped, in- 
duce him to inaugurate reforms in the 
government of Russia. But his declar- 
ation of his intention tj uphold the 
autocracy of the czar seemed to put an 
end to all such hopes and on February 
[4 the Daily Chronicle, of London, 
>riuted a manifesto issued by the peo- 
>le's rights party of Russia in the form 
of a letter to the czar, which was then 
being circulated throughout the Rus- 
sian empire. 


After censuring the czar for his asser- 


tion of abeoluteism, the letter read: 
"The most advanced Seemstovs asked 
only for the harmony of czar and peo- 
le, free speech and the supremacy of 
law over the arbitrariness of the execu- 
tive- 
You were deceived and Iright- 


ened by the representations of coutiers 
and bureautocrates. Society will un- 
derstand perfectly that it was the 
bureautocracy which jealously guards 
its own omnipotence that it sees 
through 
you. 
The 
bureautocracy

ministers 
and 
ending 
with 
the 


very 
lowest 
country 
constables, 


hates any development, social or in- 
dividual and 'actively prevents the 
monarch's free intercourse with the 
representatives of his people, except'as 
they come in gala dress, presenting 
congratulations and offerings. 
"Your 


speech proves that any attempt to 
speak out before the throne, even in 
the most loyal form, about the prime 
needs of the country meets only e 
rough and abrupt rebuff 
Society ex- 


pected from you encouragement and 
help but heard only a reminder of 
your 
omnipotence, giving the 
im- 


pression of utter estrangement of the 
czar from the people. You, yourself 
have killed your own popularity and 
have alternated all that part of society 
which is peacefu'ly struggling forward, 
Some 'individuals are jubilant over 
your speech but will soon discover their 
impotence. 
In another 
section of 


society your speech caused a feeling of 
injury and depression which, however, 
the best social forces soon will over- 
come, before proceeding to the peace- 
ful 
but 
obstinate and 
deliberate 


struggle necessary 
to liberty. 
In 


another section your words will stimu- 
late the readiness to struggle against 
the present hateful fate of things with 
any means. You were the first to be- 
gin the struggle. Ere long it will be- 
gin to recede.
